The action was disclosed in @ 
statement by Economic Co-opera- 
tion Administrator Paul G. Hoff- 
man, who said the suspension will 
continue “pending clarification of 
the present situation.” “ 

ECA help to the Dutch homeland 
is not affected by the order. Offi- 
cials declined to comment when 
asked whether funds for Holland 
itself might be cut off if hostilities 
continue.

the action. 

U.S. Won’t Pick Up the Check. 

Hoffman said the suspension is 
“effective immediately.” It was 
explained that this means any con- 
tracts for recovery shipments 
signed today or later will not be 
honored — in other words, the 
United States will not pick up the 
check, 

The Netherlands Indies were al- 
Joted $68,000,000 in direct help for 
the recovery year which started 
Jast April 3. 

Perhaps $14,100,000 of that total 
is affected by the shut-down, offi- 
cials estimated, as well as future 
aid in the remaining years of the 
recovery program. 

The Dutch homeland fovern- 
ment has been alloted $298,500,- 
000. In stating that The Nether- 
lands itself is not affected, one 
official added privately, however, 
that ECA will check closely on 
whether the Indonesian fighting 
represents a drain on the home 
economy sufficient to hurt the re- 
covery effort there. 

Today's daily list of ECA allot- 
ments contained approval of an 
additional $547,000 in recovery aid 
for The Netherlands.

CIRCUIT COURT 
BLOCKS OUSTER 


OF HERTENSIEIN 


Says Civil Service Board 
Did Not Give Mayor’s 
Assistant Fair Trial and 


Lacks Removal Power. 


Charles Hertenstein, adminis- 
trative assistant to Mayor Aloys 
P. Kaufmann, today won his ap- 
peal to Circuit Court from the 
decision of the city Civil Service 
Commission, which sought to re- 
move him from his position on 
the charge of violating charter 
rules against political activity of 


lemployes in the City - classified 


service. 

Circuit Judge Harry F. Russell 
decided (1) that the Civil Service 
Commission did not give Herten- 
stein a fair trial on the charge 
supported only by the testimony 
of “an admitted ward politician”; 
and (2) that it did not have the 
power to inflict the penalty of 
removal in the manner attempted. 

The Commission’s rule,on which 
its action was based, was termed 
by the court a provision which, 
“however well intentioned, cannot 
abrogate the (city) charter or any 
of its provisions.” 

Supremacy of Charter. 

The Court upheld Hertenstein 
and his counsel, State Senator 
David Horn, in challenging the 
Commission’s “interpretation of

Backowski told a reporter he was 
merely a straw party, having been 
asked to serve in that capacity by 
a real estate firm involved in the 
sale. °

FOUL PLAY THEORY 
IN INQUIRY INTO 
DEATH OF STATE 
DEPT. EX-OFFIGIAL 


Former Under Secretary 
Welles Asks New York 
Mayor to Make Thor- 
ough ° Investigation — 
Tells of Letter. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22 (AP)— 
Mystery surrounding the death of 
Laurence Duggan deepened today. 
Police sought to determine 
whether he ended his life, was 
the victim of an accident or the 
object of foul play. 

The suggestion that “foul play” 
may have figured in the former 
State Department expert’s plunge 
from his sixteenth-floor Manhat- 
tan office was raised yesterday 
by Representative Karl Mundt 
(Rep.), South Dakota, acting 
chairman of the-House Un-Amer- 
ican Activities Committee. 

Later Sumner Welles, former 
Under Secretary of State, sent a 
message asking New York’s May- 
or William O’Dwyer to order a 
thorough police investigation of 
the death, ; 

Mundt had said there was “more 
than a slight possibility of foul 
play” that might “lead ‘directly to 
the Communist espionage con- 
spirators.” Later, he said, he had 
no evidence of his own to support 
his suspicions. 

Yesterday afternoon ex-Commu- 
nist Courier Whittaker Chambers, 
who was said to have accused 
Duggan of giving him confiden- 


tial government papers, denied he 
ever made such an accusation. 
The FBI disclosed that 10 days 
ago it questioned Duggan, but

As to the question of a fair 
trial, Judge Russell held, “bitter 
complaint is made by (Herten- 
stein’s) counsel, and not without 
justification.” 

The charges related to an al- 
leged attempt of Hertenstein to 
bring out a candidate for commit- 
teewoman against the incumbent 
member in one ward. The court 
stated that the petitioner “chal- 
lenges the motive and credibility 
of (Mrs. Maryeva) Naslund, the 
only witness.” 

As indicating the procedure 
that should have been followed, 
Judge Rus#ell cited the provision 
of the civil service section of the 
city charter, stating that an em- 
ploye in the classified service en- 
gaging in political activity “shall 
be guilty of‘a misdemeanor,” and 
subject to fine of $100 to $500, or 
imprisonment up to six months, or 
both, and that the conviction shall 
terminate the person’s service. 
This conviction, he pointed out, 
must be “in a court of competent 
jurisdiction,” a requirement which 
‘|was not met by the Commission's 
action in trying Hertenstein itstlf. 

Censures Commission. 

The court censured the Commis- 
sion’s action in summoning Her- 
tenstein before it as a witness, 
then serving him with charges 
and denying his request for a 
continuance. This request, Judge 
Russell ruled, was proper, and 
“No harm could have resulted 
from a short. delay.” 

“The Commission lacks author- 
ity and jurisdiction to remove pe- 
titioner (Hertenstein) from the 
city payroll for alleged political 
activities, and the assumption of 
this power is a clear violation of 
the express charter provisions. 
The petitioner is entitled to his 
day in a court of competent juris- 
diction, as expressly provided in 
Section 22 of the Charter.”

TRAFFIC CRASHES 
ON STATE’S ROADS 
10 PCT. ABOVE 1947

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec, 22— 
Traffic accidents on state-main- 
tained highways in Missouri are 
steadily increasing, and are up 10 
per cent over last year, according 
to records maintained by the State 
weg Department. 

1 W. Brown, chief state high- 
Way engineer, said today motor 
vehicle accidents on the state 
system totaled 7916 in the first 11 
months of this year, an increase 
of 10 per cent over the corréspond- 
ing period of 1947. He said the 
total for the 11 months of 1948 was 
28 per cent greater than for a 
similar period in 1941. 

Department accident records 
show, Brown said, that 486 persons 
were killed and 6429 injured in 
accidents on the stgte roads in 
the first 11 months 1948. Prop- 
erty damage in the 7916 accidents 
was estimated at approximately 
$3,400,000.

“The Council is obligated under 
the charter at this stage of its 
deliberations immediately to order 
a cessation of hostilities in Indo- 
nesia and to require the armed 
forces of both parties immediately 
to withdraw to their own sides of 
the demilitarized zones which are 
delineated in detail in the truce 
agreemnt of Jan. 17, 1948.” 

‘The truce he mentioned was 
the Dutch-Indonesian agreement 
worked out aboard the United 
States transport Renville under 
the auspices of a U.N. commission.

Buddhist Priest Reveals He 
Promised to Give Mementos 
to Her After Execution. 


TOKYO, Thursday, Dec. 23 (AP). 
—Hideki Tojo’s last gifts to his 
wife are his world-famous horn- 
rimmed glasses, his false teeth and 
his Buddhist rosary. 

The condemned war leader who 


was hanged today for war crimes 
obtained a promise from Shinsho 
Hanayama, Buddhist priest, that 
he would take the mementos to 
Mme.

Western Allies Agree on 
International Control 
But Not on Eventual 
Ownership.

LONDON, Dec. 22 (AP)—An in- 
ternational industrial police force 
will be created soon to patrol the 
Ruhr and prevent Germany from 
developing secret arms works for 
a new attempt to dominate the 
European continent. 

A diplomatic source who de- 
clined to permit'use of his name 
or even of his nationality, repoft- 
ed this decision today as one of 
the major accomplishments of a 
six-country conference on.the fu- 
ture of the Ruhr. 

The conference also has decided 
to set up an international control 
board—with Germany as a. mem- 
ber—to boss the Ruhr’s produc- 
tion. 

Periodic Inspection, 

Accogding to this diplomat, the 
international board will supervise 
the workings of the police force. 
The police force will maintain a 
periodical inspection of Ruhr 
piants to see'that they do not ex- 
ceed production limits get by the 
western powers. 


The police will also keep a close 
watch to prevent Ruhr plants 
from production of war material. 


The plan has been developed 
during a conference of six west- 
ern powers, the United States, 
Britain, France, The Netherthe- 
lands, Belgium and Luxembourg, 
which probably will complete its 
work this week.

Tojo’s career was even more)

nated some half billion persons’ 
and stretched from the Aleutians 
to the Indian Ocean. Like the 
others he lived to see his country 
utterly defeated, humiliated, devas- 


tated. 
Linked With Pearl Harbor. 

During most of America’s = 
ticipation in the war he was the 
personification of the Japanese) 
enemy, his name forever linked} 
with Pearl Harbor and the “day 
that will live in infomy.” He was | 
in the forefront while Emperor 
Hirohito remained in the shadows. 

Even after Japan was beaten 
Tojo opposed surrender and was 
believed to have used his influ- 
ence, in vain, in efforts to keep 
Japan at war. One of several con- 
spirators who killed the general 
commanding the Imperial body-| 
guards on the day of capitulation | 
in an attempt to prevent broad-| 
casting of the news was Tojo's 
son-in-law, Major Koga. | 

When the plot failed and Koga 
committed suicide, Tojo's wife 
said, “he did a brave, honorable 
thing.” The probabilities wee 
strong, under the clannish family | 
system of Japan, that Tojo him- 
self had a hand in Koga’s con- 
spiracy. 

Choice of Military Party. 

Tojo, then a lieutenant general, 
was hardly known outside Japan 
when he became premier Oct. 17, 
1941, little more than six weeks 
before Pearl Harbor. He suc- 
ceeded Prince Fumimaro Konoye, 
who never could quite make up 
his vacillating mind to go the 
whole way with the war party. 
Tojo was the choice of the mili- 
tary clique to lead the empire into 
war. 

But at that time, even to for- 
eign diplomats and observers in- 
Tokyo, he was only one of the) 
many bellicose militarists who 
came and went on the senses 
political stage. 

Tojo was not a dictator in euits 
the sense that Hitler and Musso- 
lini were. He was the chosen 
leader and instrument of the war- 
rior class which had seized con- 
trol of the Japanese government 
by grim direct methods, includ- 
ing assassination. As head of the 
clique he was subject to its rules 
and discipline. 

When his failure was made 
manifest by the mounting Amer-

July 16 were not in violation 
of the gambling statutes was 
handed down today by Circuit 
Judge James F. Nangle. 

Judge Nangles ruling ordered 
the machines returned to their 
owner, Fred W. (Whitey) Lehm- 
kuhl, former “kingpin” of the St. 
Louis county slot machine busi- 
ness. 

The order held that two uncrat- 
ed machines found in the ware- 
house were gambling devices “per 
ge,” and are to be destroyed by 
police. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Ed- 
ward L. Dowd announced he would 
file a motion for a rehearing be- 
fore Judge Nangle. If denied a 
rehearing, Dowd said the circuit 
attorney would take an appeal to 
the Missouri Supreme Court. 

The machines, 23 of them full 
size and and 13 “vest-pocket” size, 
were seized by Police Capt. Joseph 
Wren of the gambling squad un- 
der a search warrant. Lehmkuhl 
Was arrested and booked suspect- 
ed of illegal possession of gam- 
bling devices and vagrancy. The 
charge was withdrawn in police 
court when the city announced it 
had no case against Lehmkuhl. 

The machines were found in the 
Seventh street warehouse after the 
Post-Dispatch disclosed . that

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Lehmkuhl’s employes collected 
many of the 200 to 250 slot ma- 
chines from taverns, clubs and res- 
taurants in St. Louis county last 
July in a hasty retreat caused by 
publication that gambling devices 
were reappearing in the county.

The second, and perhaps more 
important reason, lies in the po- 
letical upheavals that came with 
the war and afterward in many 
areas of Asia—the intensified 


independence. 

India and the Philippines both 
have attained self government, the 
one from Britain and the other 
from the United States. But strife 
and unrest have marked the pe- 
riod, not only in Indonesia, but 
also in the Malay States (Britain) 
and Indochina (France).

Act With Changes Pres- 
ident Sought. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP)— 
Democratic Chairman J. Howard 
McGrath predicted today the new 
Congress would pass a “single 
package” labor bill. 

He said it would provide for: 
(1) Outright repeal of the Taft-. 
Hartley law, and (2) Reinstate- 
ment of the Wagner act with re- 
visions, mainly along the lines 
President Truman outlined in his 
1947 State of the Union message. 

McGrath told a reporter that, 
while he had not discussed the 
matter with Truman, there was no 
basis for reports that the Admin- 
istration may decide against-ask- 
ing for complete elimination of 
the Taft-Hartley law. 

“Of course we are going to press 
for outright repeal,” said the 
Rhode Island Senator. “How can 
there be any doubt about that? 
The party platform calls for re- 
peal and the President cam- 
paigned for it.” 

Labor Combine Unlikely. 

Meantime, there appeared to be 
little chance that the AFE would 
accept the CIO’s invitation to join 
forces in working for repeal of | 
the Taft-Hartley measure.

Gentle Sutan Sjahrir, the en- 
lightened and westernized little 
former Premier of the republic, 
tried with equal integrity to per- 
suade the long-haired, fanatical 
Mohammedan shock troops of the 
republic to give him time to win 
the moral support of .the world. 

These opposing moderates, tow- 
ering spiritually above the military 
and demagogic leaders on both 
sides, foresaw the coming blood- 
shed ‘and declined responsibility. 

The tight Dutch sea blockade 
and air umbrella kept the republic 
economically sick. Native inef- 
ficiency and inexperience made it 
worse. Yet, before being smoth- 
ered by force, Indonesia won in- 


Asia’s only spontaneous army of 


anti-Communists. 


Holland’s justification of its 
acts, and its breach of the Ren- 
ville truce, rests on practical 
more than moral arguments. 

While the United Nations truce 
has been more durable’ in Java 
than that in Palestine, this arm- 
istice has brought commercial 
stagnancy along with legal peace. 

The Dutch are impatient at being 
drained into impotence by a costly, 
indecisive colonial struggle in the 
name of an wunproved interna- 
tional morality. If South Africa 
can seize mandated Southwest 
Afriea, which has never belonged

‘It has been proved long ago by ornithol- 
ogists that the greatest weight any eagle 
ise capaBle of bearing aloft is 10 or 12 
pounds. It is perfectly possible for an 
eagle to carry off a dog, but the dog 
would either be of the toy variety or a 
puppy. Needless to say farm dogs are 
not of this size in most cases. 

- As to the inroads of the eagle on 
larger stock, it would perhaps be better 
to hunt woives or coyotes. 

‘The Golden Eagle, a native of the 
wilder parts of the country, is not fre- 
quently observed in this state. With the 
advance of civilization the bird has been 
@riven out of its former haunts. As a 
result the Golden Eagle is today a very 
rare bird indeed. 

"To keep it from joining the ranks 
of the passenger pigeon and other ex- 
tinct species, conservationists have 
worked hard towards its preservation. 
The bird has been on the protected 
Hst in Missouri for a long time.

soul-searching going on just 
now in the New York Herald Tribune concern- 
ing the fature of the Republican party. In re- 
cent days, the Herald Tribune has made it clear 
that it hardly regards National Chairman Hugh 
Scott as the Moses to lead the G.O.P. out of the 
wilderness. 

Then, with its usual urbanity, that newspaper 
considers Senator Taft and concludes that the 
question of his continued leadership should not 
be taken fon granted, but should be discussed in 
party conference. 

On questions of policy, the Herald Tribune 
says the party “cannot, on the levél of ideas, 
fluctuate between a timid conservatism which 
offers no new lights, and a flickering liberalism 
which wins no new friends. On the organiza- 
tional level, it cannot fluctuate between a Con- 
gress which sets a conservative record and a 
presidential candidate who at four-year‘ inter- 
vals trumpets a progressive message. Some- 
where along the line it is going to be necessary 
to make a choice. ...” mS 

Such reflection is all to the good and there 
will be much more of it. As recent elections 
have clearly showed, the G.O.P. is in a dilemma. 
It does not like New Deal policies, but it is 
compelled to accept many of them, as the last 


four Republican nominees have done. 


On the other hand, its own traditional policies 
are no longer convincing ehough to voters to 
bring victory. What can the party do? 

* * + 


Surely, it cannot go left of the New Deal 
without internal revolution that would destroy 
thé organization. Nor can it—though some Re- 
publicans urge it—take a flat stand against all 
New Dealism and fight the next campaign on a 
platform of strict, old-fashioned conservatism. 
To do so would logically call for abandonment 
of social security, the abolition of many govern- 
ment bureaus which perform real service to the 
people, the wreckage of such going concerns as 
TVA, radical revision of our entire tax struc- 
ture, among many other measures, There are 
those who argue with great passion that such 
things must be done to save America, but it is 
a blueprint that would make any professional 
politician shudder. 

Perhaps there is no way of figuring out the 
party's future on paper. Perhaps Republican 
success will come, after this long drouth, in the 
same way that it has come to the Democrats. 
That is, by the appearance of some striking, 
powerful figure whose personality will carry the 
day. In this way, tte Democrats returned to 
office with Cleveland after a 24-year wait. 

With the election of McKinley in 1896, the 
Republicans were to enjoy another 16-year 
period of power. It was broken by the emer- 
gence of Woodrow Wilson, a most unorthodox 
kind of political figure, a scholar turned states- 
man. Wilson, in his New Freedom, charted a 
new course in American politics.. It could be 
called the New Deal’s intellectual forerunner.

It is true Wilson’s election was greatly aided 
by the split between William Howard Taft and 
Theodore Roosevelt. But it is hard to believe 
that the Democrats could have won with a po- 
litical nobody. Wilson had profoundly impressed 
himself upon the people with his brilliant rec- 
ord as a university president and his fearlgss 
record as Governor of New Jersey. 

With the end of the Wilson era came another 
12 years of Republican control. Perhaps the 
Democrats could have beaten Herbert Hoover 
with anyone in 1932, but they didn’t take the 
chance. They chose a man of extraordinary 
magnetism and great promise, who turned out to 
be the only four-term President in history. 

The point about all this is that, in each case 
of breaking a long stretch of Republican control, 
the Democrats did so with men who rank among 
our greatest Presidents. The Republicans, on 
the other hand, have largely contented them- 
Selves since the Civil War with the nomination 
of men who were not of the first magnitude. To 
name a few is to illustrate the point. Hayes, 
Garfield, Harrison and McKinley, who came 
along before the turn of the century, have left 
no great impress in history. The brilliant Theo- 
dore Roosevelt was a political accident. This 
“dangerous character,” as he was considered by 
the Old Guard, was stowed away in the vice 
presidency to get rid of him.

The choice of Harding was a shabby compro- 
mise of the smoke-filled room in 1920. Coolidge, 
too, was an accident, but he was re-nominated 
in 1924 and probably will go down in history for 
little more than his dry New England speech 
and his policy of do-nothingism as the forces of 
economic doom gathered. 

Hoover looked good on paper, but he was not 
a leader of men nor a shatterer of ancient idols. 


‘It seems in retrospect that the Republican 


party, so often confident of victory, shunned the 
kind of fresh and aggressive leadership that the 
Democrats sought. — 

Often a President makes his party rather than 
the other way around. The old-fashioned Demo- 
erats would have been aghast in 1932 if they 
dreamed where F.D.R. was taking them. In all 
probability, he didn’t know himself. Surely, 
there was no hint of it in the 1932 platform. 
The New Deal, which has now become the set- 
tled philosophy of the Democratic party, was an 
improvisation. 

So, as the Herald Tribune and other philoso- 
phers of the G.O.P. ponder the future of their 
party, it may be the problem will be resolved 
by the genius of an individual rather than, let 
us say, on the drawing board. .

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Difficulties im Japan 

So far, the Japanese occupation, contrasted 
with the German, has been distinguished by its 
smoothness. But there are signs that things 
may not be quite as easy for GengMacArthur in 
the future. After leaving a great many matters 
to the Japanese for the last two years to encour- 
age their democracy, the Supreme Commander 
has announced that he will again exercise a 
more direct control. The purpose is to 
strengthen the Japanese economy, now that 
Chiga seems lost to the Communists. | 

There has been a very favorable reply from 
Premier Shigeru Yoshida. He told MacArthur 
that “the importance (of the new program) is 
fully appreciated” by the Japanese Government. 
Burton Crane, the New York Times correspond- 
ent in Tokyo, however fears that troubles may 
arise out of its enforcement. - 

MacArthur has called for more vigorous tax 
collections, stiffer price controls, more efficient 
food collections, and an end to interruptions of 
industrial production. It is not yet clear 
whether he expects the Japanese parliament to 
act as a rubber-stamp for him, or whether he 
will issue orders directly to the cabinet. In 
either event, there may be resistance both by 
Left-wing union leaders and Right-wing business 
men, 

The former,bave grown in strength and seem 
ready to oppose a general ban on strikes, for 
example. Some of them have an affinity for 
the Communists and may make trouble just for 
the sake of embarrassing the Americans. The 
business men, on the other Mand, are against 
economic planning whether it be done by Japa- 
nese or by the occupying authorities. They feel 
they themselves could do the best job of re- 
building Japan—according to their own pattern, 
of course. 

MacArthur has one very strong weapon: the 
threat toecut off American aid. This may have 
no effect on Communist sympathizers, but it 
does impress both responsible labor circles and 
the business element. Naturally, an army of oc- 
cupation can enforce the most rigid controls if 
it has sufficient manpower. That, however, is 
costly. Such a course might defeat the very 
purpose of MacArthur's new policy. 

Tact and persuasion will have to be tried in 
an effort to avoid questionable methods, 
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On the Sheriff’s Payroll 


Although no solution has been found for the 
city’s financial problem, Sheriff-elect Thomas 
F, Callanan has nominated five new deputy 
sheriffs. He also has reappointed 83 deputies 
now on the staff of his friend, Sheriff John F. 
Dougherty. ¢ 

The Circuit Court judges will meet Monday to 
act on these nominations. If they are interested 
in easing the burden of the taxpayers, they will 
strike more than a few names from the list. 
Even better, they might initiate a movement to 
get rid of the sheriff's office altogether. Most 
of its duties could be taken over readily enough 
by the Police Department. : 

With the sheriff being paid $10,000 a year, 
and his process-servers getting $2200 each, the 
possible saving is substantial. Politicians of Cal- 
lanan’s stripe, however, cannot be expected to 
show any interest in such a proposal. What they 
want is the chance to ladle out the gravy. 

Three of the new nominees have held public 
jobs. All are in party politics. But going far 
beyond their nomination is Callanan’s selection 
of James A. Waechter, deposed chairman of the 
Board of Election Commissioners, as sheriff's 
attorney. 

This nomination, which is not subject to con- 
firmation by the judges, recalls one of the most 
unsavory chapters in the story of the local Dem- 
ocratic party. Waechter was ousted by Gov. 
Park in 1936 after the Post-Dispatch exposed 
wholesale registration frauds. That expose, fol- 
lowed by the governorship steal, almost com- 
pletely ended Demecratic.influence here. 

But since the party’s state and national suc- 
cessés on Nov. 2, the local members have been 
looking forward to next spring’s municipal elec- 
tions with real zest. They seem to be hearing 
the victory trumpets again. What a time to 
bring Jim Waechter to the front once more! 
What a time to put more of the boys on the 
payroll!

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Committee vs. Constitution 

There can be no denying that the House Un- 
American Activities Committee performed a 
genuine service in bringing to light the theft 
of State Department documents in connection 
with the Chambers-Hiss affair. Appreciation of 
this, however, should not be turned into par- 
don of the high-handed way the committee has 
treated the civil rights of some of those called 
to its hearings. Even more importantly, it 
should not ‘be the occasion for an attempt ‘to 
legalize proceedings which are fundamentally un- 
constitutional. 

In his Washington column today, Marquis 
Childs calls attention to the proposal of Repre- 
sentative Richard Nixon, a Republican member 
of the committee, that Government employes 
called before the committee should be refused 
the constitutional right to refrain from answer- 
ing questions on the ground that they might in- 
criminate themselves. A tenuous argument is 
made that Government employes have a special 
responsibility in the matters under investigation 
by the committee. Maybe so. | 

But let’s remember, first of all, that these 
people are citizens of the United States, They 
have the same rights as all other citizens, no 
more and no less, The fact that a man enters 
the service of his Government may add to his 
responsibilities, but it does not make him a 
second-class citizen.

The campaign against child delinquency 
erupts now and then into a “One Cause, 
One Cure” fad that captures the popular 
imagination, sends many of us chasing an- 
other scapegoat, and winds up by leaving 
us all exhausted, more confused than ever 
and not a little ashamed, 


Right now the child-delinquency scape- 
goat happens to be the comic books, Yes- 
teryear it was the radio, and the year be- 
fore that the movies. 

Not long ago a group of hyperactive psy- 
chiatrists and social 
workers demanded 
the abolition of 
Mother Goose 
rhymes on the 
ground that they 
w.ere invariably 
blood;thirsty and 
tended to pervert 
little angels into sad- 
ists and lechers. 

The: day hardly 
passes without some 
news of another 
burning of the comic 
books, or a local ban 
on their sale, or a 
sizzling denunciation Albert Deutsch 
of them yY police authority, judge, 
women’s, club or barent-teachers association. 


Chief among the crusaders against the 
comic books is my friend, Dr. Fredric 
Wertham, a brilliant psychiatrist, In 
numerous articles and lectures, he has de- 
nounced tomic: books.’ He carries around 
with him a heap of comic books that are 
dismaying in their sadism, obscenity and 
anti-minority attitudes. 


Several weeks ago I shared a platform 
with Dr. Wertham at the annual Congress 


. cause theory of child delinquency. 


of Correction meeting at Boston. We dis- 
cussed different aspects of the juvenile de- 
linquency. Dr, Wertham devoted himself 
to his favorite subject—the comic books— 
and got into a hot debate with fellow psy- 
chiatrists and penal officials on the issue 
of whether comics were a major factor in 
impelling children to crimes of violence, 
including murder. 


Dr. Wertham cited cases of child killers 
who confessed that their crimes had been 
inspired by reading comic books, The 
validity of his statements was promptly 
challenged by Dr. Frank Curran, formerly 
head psychiatrist in the adolescent ward of 
Bellevue Psychiatric Hospital, who had 
examined many juveniles charged with 
homicide, Dr. Curran said he never had 
encountered a case where comic books had 
been a factor in murder. 

Personaliy, I am not convinced that the 
comic books have added significantly to 
child delinquency.’ None of the reports 
that I’ve read—including those of Dr. 
Wertham—appears to substantiate conclu- 
sively the claim that the comics have led 
directly to murders or other crimes of vio- 
lence committed by chfidren. 

We do know that, in spite of the 60,000,- 
000 comic books sold monthly juvenile de- 
linquency has been declining steadily and 
significantly since the war ended, The 
economic situation, to my mind, and espe- 
cially full employment, has been a main 
factor in this decline, 


I am strongly opposed to any single 
Decry- 
ing the menace of the comic books has be- 
come a current fad. If every last comic 
book in America were burned tomorrow, 
the child-crime problem would gtill be very 
much with us.

Between Book Ends 


A Record of Dismay 


THE DRAGON IN THE FOREST, by Richard Plant. 

(Doubleday, $3). 

Richard Plant sets himself the difficult 
task of explaining what happened ia Ger- 
many from, 1918 to 1983. He writes from 
experience and observation. Those of us 
who have the misfortune (or privilege?) to 
belong to Pilant’s genération and to have 
been born in Germany can, through this 
book, retrace their own past. It is as if 
death itself stared you in the face. 

Yes, “Dragon in the Forest” is not pleas- 
ant reading. It is a record of dismay and 
decay, of frustration and self-degradation. 
The characters peopling this novel are 
certainly real in a transcendental meaning: 
they represent definite types of German 
existence. during that turbulent postwar 
period. ° 

It all starts out with a tremendous wave 
of idealism on the part of German youth: 
they were seeking compensation for a lost 
war, and thus soon fell prey to nationalist 
organizations and the “Black Reichswehr” 
which secretly built up the new German 
army. Some of Plant’s heroes—and it is 
quite true they always were in a minority 
—are repulsed by both ideas and methods 
of German nationalism, but the majority 
embraces them eagerly, for a very simple 
reason: it was the road of least resistance. 

The middle-aged people looked on and 
did not care either way. They were too 
lazy to think and too tired to act, Al- 
though hard hit by the inflation, they could 
not pul] themselves together and put Ger- 
man political life on a sound basis. Thus 
they paved, unwittingly or purposely, the 
road for Hitler. The generation which 
ought to have taken leadership retired into 
the past, only to find a rude awakening 
when it was too late. 

It seems this state of mind was not exact- 
ly new in Germany. We find it in Erich 
Maria Remarque’s “All Quiet on the West- 
ern Front” or in Ernst Glaeser’s “Jahr- 
gang 1902” (Generation of 1902), which is 
not unknown to American readers. Plant 
is following their lead. He tries to capture 
the mood of his generation and uncon- 
sciously fixes the blame for its failures 
on the older generation. 

Historians more 
detached than we 
are will pass final 
judgment on Ger- 
many. However, to 
the contem porary 
who lived through 
those terrible years 
it appears that much 
harm ,could have 
been avoided had 
the Germans had a 
better’ appreciation 
of their own values.

SAID STILL TO LACK

Two Critics Assail New 
Opera for ‘Grotesque’ View 
of Soviet Pilots.

MOSCOW, Dec. 22 (UP)—Sergei 
Prokofiev, Russian composer, has 
not yet brgught his work into line 
with Communist thinking, two 
Russian critics charged today. 

Prokofiev and _ several other 
composers were accused last 
February by the Central Commit- 
tee of the Communist party of 
creating and encouraging anti- 
democratic works. 

Today B. Yarustovsky and I. 
Nestyev wrote in Culture and Life, 
that Prokofiev “hasn’t yet drawn 
the proper conclusions from the 
party’s decree” against formalism 
and western bourgeois influences 
in Russian compositions. That 
declaration was inspired by Andrei 
Zhdanov, who died last summer. 

The critics wrote that “several 
composers have not yet made the 
transition from good intentions 
and verbal declarations to creative 
deeds.” This was shown, they said, 
by “the absence of any serious 
progress” toward creation of a 
Soviet opera. 

They specifically attacked Pro- 
kofiev’s new opera “A Tale About 
a Real Man.” They said the com- 
poser outraged Russian music- 
lovers by picturing herdic Soviet 
pilots “with the features of gro- 
fesque puppets.” 

Certain Russian composers, the 
article continued, “avoid complex 
current themes which demand 
creative and genuinely original”

During the war, he said, the big 
job was “to get a few weapons in 
time.” Therefore, many funda- 
mental problems were bypassed 
“which simply can’t be bypassed 
any longer.” 

The civilian commission has 
been working on these problems, 
Waymack said, and “the situation 
is just a hell of a lot better than 
it was a couple of years ago.” 

Can Maintain Superiority. 

Whether we still have or can 
keep a monopoly in atomic bombs, 
Waymack thinks the United States 
maintain superiority in the whole 
field of atomic energy if it has 
the will to do so. 

The bomb, he contends, “is by 
no means al] there is to atomic 
are as important “to our defense 
potential” as weapons, 

“The stronger our atomic sci- 
ence, and our science in general, 
the stroriger we are for defense 
and everything else,” he gaid, 

In asserting that the main ef- 
fort now should be “really to get 
ahead with reactor development,” 
Waymack said, “we have learned 
some things that make progress 
possible” ‘in: that field. 

He would not say what these 
things are, nor would he say 
whether they are expected to 
chance the estimated timetable 
‘of atomic power development— 
three years for a demonstration 
‘plant, 10 for experimental but 
‘non-competitive power production, 
and 20 to 30 years for production 
on an economic basis. 

“But we're on our way,” he 
said, “and I have hopes that 
something will happen that will 
| shorten these ‘educated guesses’ 
‘as to the time scale. It’s possible 
that somewhere along the line 
we'll find things that we don’t 


count on now.”

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U.S, TAX: EVADER 
SHEARER LEAVES 
PRISON ON PAROLE 


Auto Dealer Scoues 15 
Months and 18 Days of 


Two-Year Term— 
‘Model’ Prisoner. 


Franklin Wells Shearer, Maple- 
wood automobile dealer, was re- 
leased today from the federal 
penitentiary at Terre Haute, Ind., 
after serving 15 months and 18 
days of a two-year sentence for 
income tax evasion. 

Warden J. E. Overlade related 
he received word yesterday that 
Shearer’s parole had been granted 
by the Parole Board. Mrs. Shear- 
er met her husband when he was 
released, shortly after 9 a.m., and 
they drove away in an automobile, 
presumably to return to their 
home in St. Louis. Shearer will 
be required to report regularly to 
the federal probation office here 
until his term expires next April 


Shearer was a “model prison- 
er” who ranked high in personal 
conduct throughout his imprison- 
ment, authorities of the peniten- 
tiary reported to Milton Weiffen- 
bach, probation and parole officer 
here. 

The prisoner worked five days 
and four nights each week as a 
teacher of English, shorthand, 
history and@ government in the 
prison school, the report stated. | 
Shearer also gave counsel to a 
number of young men and formed 
“social classes” for personal ad- 
justments, the report said. 

Shearer pleaded guilty of evad- 
ing $210,000 in income taxes, then 
made repeated efforts to withdraw 
bis plea. He paid $103,000 in back 
taxes, $107,000 in penalties and in- 
terest and a $10,000 fine. Sentenced 
July 3, 1947, he chose to remain 
in City Jail until his applications 
to withdraw the guilty plea were 
overruied. He was in the jail 
from Aug. 5, to Sept. 4, 1947, when 
he began serving his sentence at 
Terre Haute. 

During his absence, his wife has 
conducted a business in used auto- 
mobiles and automobile parts in 
Maplewood. 
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IMMEDIATE OPERATION 
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Inauguration and Celebration 
Costs Expected to Total $315,000 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP)— 
It will cost about $100,000 to re- 
install Harry S. Truman as Presi- 
dent next month—plus some $215,- 
500 more to celebrate the occasion. 

The first figure is for erection 
of the platform and grandstands 

at the capitol where Truman will 
take the oath of office Jan. 20. 
Congress pays for that. 

The second sum was figured out 
today by the inaugural committee 
headed by Melvin D. Hildreth. 
This group is putting on the week- 
long celebration, which is being 
underwritten by local business 
men. Hildreth said the outlay ten- 
tatively comes ot $215,563—not in- 
cluding the inaugural ball which 
will climax the festivities. 

The largest expense is $98.075 for 
construction of grandstands along 
the parade route from the capitol 
to the White House “to enable a

broad cross section of people to 
participate in the inauguration 
ceremonies.” It will cost those 
people from $2 to $10 or more 
each for the parade seats. 

Other budgeted outlays included: 
$9350 for decorations, flag poles 
and flags; 6976.50 for postage, 
$$4088.50 for telephone and tele- 
graph; $2750 for plans and specifi- 
cations; $1508.50 for insignia and 
badges; and $4491 for medals. 

The medals, which have a $2 
price tag—plus 15 cents for mail- 
ing—are a special product of the 
Philadelphia mint.

Missile Could Be Dislodged, 
Ventricle Clogged, Doc- 
tors Say. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Dec. 22 
(AP)—No rib tickling, no “laugh- 
ing fit to kill” for 38-year-old Les- 
ter Lawson, an automobile me- 
chanic charged with murder. 

Lawson was in a shooting af- 
fray here Nov. 11 and the fight 
left him with a .38-caliber bullet 
in his heart. Doctors have warne 
him to stop laughing. A mild 
chuckle’s all right—but no windy 
guffaw. 

Laughter might dislodge the 
bullet, which moves each time 
Lawson breathes, and cause it to 
clog a ventricle. That would be 
fatal, say the doctors. 

“T’l] be all right,” Lawson says, 
“just as long as I don’t bend over 
too far or stand on my head,” 

Meanwhile, Lawson spends four 
or five hours a day blowing bub- 
bles. That’s to strengthen his 
lungs, which were punctured four 
times in the gun fight. He is 
awaiting trial in the death of 
Buck Bowman, killed in the ex- 
change of shots.

Inquiry Follows Offer to 
Sell 5000 Tons to St. 
Louis Firm—Shipments 
Not From ECA.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22—In- 
creasing amounts of steel imported 
from Belgium are reaching the 
gray market in this country, a' 
Post-Dispatch inquiry showed to- 
day. 

Langdon 8S. Simons, consultant 
in the iron and steel branch of 
the Economic Co-operation Ad- 
ministration, said that Belgium is 
“swarming” with American buyers 
and that the importation of steel 
is “a growing: thing.” 

As far as could be learned, the 
shipments are not a diversion of 
ECA aid. A Department of Com- 
merce official said the only Ameri- 
can steel exports to Belgium con- 
sisted of a small quantity of spe- 
cialty alloys. 

Department of Commerce fig- 
ures show that in the first six 
months of this year the United 
States imported 3672 short tons of

Leaders Decide to Delay

CHICAGO, Dec. 22 (UP)—An 
executive board representing 16 
railroad unions met today to 
complete arrangements for re- 
newed negotiations Jan. 5 with 
the railroads. 


Leaders of the unions, which 
represent 1,000,000 non-operating 
workers, voted yesterday to hold 
up strike plans for the present 
and negotiate further with the 
carriers. 


The new negotiations will be 
based on a presidential fact-find- 
ing: board’s recommendations that 
the work week be reduced from 
48 to 40 hours beginning next 
September with a 7-cent hourly 
pay increase retroactive to last 
October 


G. E. Leighty of St. Louis, chair- 
man of the 16-union negotiating 
committee and chief of the Teleg- 
raphers’ union, said he “couldn’t 
tell” about prospects for settle 
ment of the dispute in view of re- 
ported widespread dissatisfaction

Heavy Belgian Exports. 

Belgium, an important steel 
producing country, now is export- 
ing the metal at the high rate of 
267,000 metric tons a month, or 
more than 3,000,000 tons a year. 
A metric ton is 2204.6 pounds as 
compared with the 2000 pounds in 
American short tons. Most of the 
Belgian exports are reported going 
to other European countries; Latin 
America is getting some. 

The question w raised after | 
it was learned that the Measure- | 
graph Company, 4245 Forest Park 
boulevard, St. Louis, received an! 
advertisement from a New York | 
concern offering for sale up to | 
5000 tons of hot rolled steel plate | 
“imported from Belgium.” 

The meta? was offered in three 
thicknesses but no prices were 
quoted. The advertisement re- 
ceived by the Measuregraph con- 
cern was sent to Senator Kem 
(Rep.), Missouri, who is inquiring 
into the circumstances of the of- 
fering. Gray market prices often 
are twice those of the big steel 
manufacturers. 

Simons said this offering was 
the largest to come to his atten- 
tion, but that advertisements of 
a similar nature had been appear- 
ing in trade publications with in- 
creasing frequency. 

Possible Aid to U. 8. 

“We don’t care very much for 

it.” Simons said, “but it is not a 
cross-haul in. steel, Eighty per 
cent of Belgian steel is produced 
for export and the Europeans 
are utilizing all that they can pay 
for. Latin America is getting a 
substantial amount. 
“Belgium is a free country. We 
can’t tell them what to do, and 
the Belgians didn’t make the 
American gray market. It might 
be that these imports would help 
our own economy, in that dollars 
from these sales may be used to 
buy flour in Minneapolis or per- 
haps something else in St. Louis. 

“The Belgians are getting very 
little aid, comparatively speaking. 
They won’t get more than $40,000,- 
000 that théy can use freely.’ 


NIGHT CLUBS USING 
- TELEVISION TAXED 
ON ADMISSION 


CHICAGO, Dec. 22 (AP)—The 
admission tax is catching up with 
the newest medium of mass enter- 
tainment—television, 

The Municipal Finance Officers’ 
Association said today Kentucky 


and Pennsylvania were the first 
states to be affected. 

The Kentucky Revenue Depart- 
ment has held that if television is 
used for entertainment in night 
clubs that have minimum charges, 
an admission tax is in order. | 
Twenty-five per cent of the total 
charge made is regarded as the 
admission charge and the tax is 
computed on that basis. 

Pennsylvania courts have upheld 
the right of that state to require 
tavern operators to pay the state 
for an amusement permit if they 
use television sets to attract trade. 
The ruling holds that motion pic- 
tures and television are identical, 
as far as the state's liquor control 
act is concerned. 


SIX-ENGINED JET 
BOMBER FLIES 1000

The XB-47 is rated in the 600- 
mile-an-hour class and the Air 
Force has 12 of the jet bombers on 
order or delivered from the Boe- 
ing Aircraft Co.

ELEN HAYES, back from 
London after her success ther® 

in “The Glasg Menagerie” and 
busy with her radio plays on Sun- 
day evenings, sat down the other 
afternoon and talked of how it 
felt to work in the theater in 
Engiand. It was a reciprocal vic- 
tory, to sum it up. The star won 
the British public. And the Brit- 
ish theater, in its own way, made 
a conquest of Miss Hayes. . 
“Putting on plays in London 
isn’t the tense, terrible ordeal that 
it’s become in New York,” she 
said. “Here you're oppressed 
with the immense investment’ in 


& production. It’s such a risk and ~ 


you feel so responsible. If the 
thing fails it’s treated as a dis- 
grace and some people get almost 
suicidal about it. In London, 
where costs aren’t so high, the at- 
mosphere is 
failure is a disappointment, but 
everybody expects to live to do 
other plays. 

“London is a place where people 
are still free to love the theater, 
and how they do love it! That 
applies to audiences, too, Our 
Broadway public struggles to get 
tickets for hits, and struggles to 
pay the prices. I have neighbors 
in Nyack who’ve given up trying. 
In England theatergoing hasn’t 
been made too expensive’ or too 
difficult for average people. Many

Don’t ever splice an extension 
cord but if you do, stagger the 
splices in the wires so that they 
are not directly opposite each 
other.. Be sure that each splice 
is covered with enough friction 
tape to equal the insulation on 
the rést of the wire. 

Don’t tack extension cords to 
the woodwork, or place them un- 
der rugs or drape them over heat- 
ing or plumbing fixtures, 

Don’t ever use a fuse heavier 
than 15 amps unless a qualified 
electrician tells you that the wires 
are heavy enough to take 20 amps. 

Tie a knot in the wires of an 
extension cord after they have 
been slipped through the hole in a 
wall plug. The knot helps to take 
some of the strain if the wires 
should be given a hard yank. 

Bathroom and kitchen ceiling 
and ‘wall fixtures that have metal 
pull chains should have insulating 
links inserted in the chain so that 
if someone grabs them with a wet 


paw there won't be such a strong 
possibility of a bad shock.

HYDE PARK. 

HERE have been a number 
T of questions showered upon 

me since I got back from 
Paris. In fact, while I was away 
one of the news 
papers publish- 
ing my column 
wrote that it 
seemed rather 
dull to be told 
day by day just 
how each article 
of the Universal 
Declaration of 
Human Rights 
was being writ- 
ten and didn’t I 
meet some inter- me 
esting people or : 
do something Mrs. Roosevelt. 
more entertaining that I could 
write about. 

As a matter of fact, I purposely 
described the writing of that dec- 
laration in that way so that people 
at home might have some idea of 
the difficulties surrounding the 
writing of any document which 
has to mean the same thing in five 
official languages and, if possible, 
not really interfere with any of 
the customs and habits or legal 
peculiarities prevalent in any of 
the 53 nations belonging to the 
United Nations. Judging’ by the 
blithe way in which certain groups 
in our country suggest that we 
might get together quickly and 
easily on a world government and 
accept a rule of law for the whole 
world, I think some people mist 
have an idea that these tegal ar- 
rangements are more easily ar- 
rived at war is actualy the case, 


ALSO, I HAVE BEEN ASKED 
to explain why the U.S.S.R., which 
evidently took a considerabie in- 
terest. in this document, finally 
abstained when it came up for 
consideration in the General As- 
sembly. rae 

To give you a little picture of 
what went on, I should begin by 
saying that-in the first Commis- 
sion on Human Rights the Rus- 
sians gave no instructions to their 
representative. He was on hand 
only as an observer, but he was a 
very able lawyer and, without 
question, observed well. He was 
followed by other able govern- 
ment representatives and each one 
in turn took a little more active 


interest. Sometimes the Soviet 
delegate even voted for or against 
certain articles. : 

Up to a short time ago the Rus- 
sians always said when they ab- 
stained in the final vote on the 
whole document that it was not 
complete and their government 


could not be committed to any- 


thing that was not in final form. 
At this past session of the Gen- 


eral Assembly they had to face a’ 


final form, and so they tried to 
put off this decision for a year at 
least, on the grounds that the 
declaration could be improved. 
When that did not seem sufficient 
reason to the t of the nations 
for delaying the Vote, the U.S.S.R, 
remarked that since the amend- 
ments recommended by them had 
not been accepted the document 
was too wedk to satisfy a pro- 
gressive democracy such as Rus- 
sia is and they could not accept it.

ROWNING said: 
R “Grow old along with me, 
The best is yet to be, 
The last of life for which 
the first is made.” 
But growing old is no fun when 
it means growing useless and de- 
pendent—and there’s tragedy in 
the cards for most middle-aged 
people today. 

Conditions make it unlikely that 
you'll: spend your last 10 or 15 
years either in idle independence 
or productive work: Though it’s 
a long, long way from May to De- 
cember, the summer days go fast, 
and the average person finds it 
mighty hard to save erfough for 
an income to live on, comes the 
autumn. Today’s theory of gov- 
ernment by income tax and cost 
of living are lopping off, your 
precious surplus for old age. 

Not much more than a third of 
today’s middle-agers will be fully 
able to take cara of -hemselves in 
their declining-years. A third will 


be partly dependent—a third com-’ 


pletely dependent on relatives or 
charity. At the same time there 
are more people living longer— 
more over 65—26 per cent of our 
population are now past 45. 
Millions of older people are de- 
pendent because they are jobless— 
but they’re not jobless because of 
ill health or unfitness.

Newest Playground of Film Colony—Big Attraction for Anybody With Money to Spend

LAS VEGAS, Nev., Dec. 22. 


IVE hours from Hollywood as 

the limousines roar over high- 

speed desert highways, or a 
mere 90 minutes by planes, is one 
of the most fabulous towns on the 
face of the globe—Las Vegas, Nev. 
It’s the newest playground of the 
film colony and a red-hot attrac- 
tion, as well, for anybody from 
the North, East, South or West 
with money to spend. 


Las Vegas is the Monte Carlo 
‘of the West Coast, where they’ve 
thrown away the locks because 
doors never close; where tavern 
waitresses herald the coming of 
dawn by announcing “the house 
is buying,” and where the 24-hour 
“take” makes even the Santa 
Anita and Hollywood Park race- 
track directors wonder if they’re 
in the wrong racket. 


Once just a whistle stop on the 
Union Pacific railroad, famous

Three Economical Menus 
By Meta Given ‘ 


N hour’s notice is all that’s 
needed to bring forth a tempt- 
ing tray of tiny rolled sand- 
wiches, cookies and thinly sliced 
fruit cake to serve with steaming 
cups of some hot drink, These 
informal refreshments fit into the 
friendly spirit of home and hearth- 
side so prevalent at Christmastime. 

Float lemon slices in steaming 
cups of tomato juice heated ~to 
the boiling point with a bay leaf 
added, then seasoned with celery 
salt, and serve with dainty an- 
chovy, egg or cheese appetizers.. 
For serving with thin slices of 
nut bread or fruit cake, cookies, 
cheese or nut appetizers, use a 
hot fruit punch, such as Swedish 
Holiday Punch, a spiced grape 
juice quickly concocted. 

To make this punch, add two 
tablespoons lemon juice to three 
cups grape juice in a three-quart 
saucepan. Tie in a small cloth 
bag four whole cloves, one-half 
inch stick cinnamon, one-half 
teaspoon ground cardamon seed, 
one-fourth teaspoon ground nut- 
meg and one-eighth teaspoon 
ground ginger. Add to the grape 
juice mixture and slowly bring to 
the boiling point, then simmer for 
about 10 minutes. Remove from 
heat, take out bag of spices, sweet- 
en to taste with about three table- 
spoons sugar, and stir in three 
cups freshly made strong hot tea, 
Serve immediately in punch cups. 


. An interesting, colorful assort- 
ment of rolled sandwiches is easily 
made by cutting long strips length- 
wise off a loaf of bread from 
which all crusts have been re- 
moved. Spread each slice with 
four or five different fillings, us- 
ing one kind for several inches, 
then another, and another until 
the slicé is covered.
